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DIGEST OF WEEKLY REPORT CF COM.UNICABLE DISEASES IN JAPAN 
FOR THE WEEK ENDING 21 FEBRUARY 1948 


A totcl of 11,402 communicable disease cases was renorted for the week 
®nding 21 February 1948, compared with 10,796 previously. Only two prefectures 
Gumma and Oita) failed to submit reports on acute communicable diseases other 
than malaria.
